Dbab Bik: We have considered the Inquiries

yon put to ns, and have to say la answer, tbat
In onr opinion:

Flrbt. The seal of a proper court of record
attached to a certificate of naturalisation, and
attested by the Prothonotary or bla deputy,
proves Itself, and cannot be disregarded by an
officer of election without Incurring the risk
both of civil penalties or damages for the
wrongful act to be recovered, if sued for, by
tbe citizen Injured, and also a liability to In-

dictment for an offense against the criminal
law.

Beoond. Tbat an eleotlon officer baa no right
whatever to rrjeot a certificate because, In his
Judgment, the court whloh Issued It erred in
Judgment, or was guilty of any Irregularity, or
other error of what nature soever, whether of
substance or of form; aud that any election
officer who, for any such reason, rejects a cer
tlflcateof nftturaliiitlon, Is amenable both ti
tbe civil and criminal law, for any sucn of-

fense.
Third. That election ofllcers are privileged

from arrest during the period occupied by the
discharge of their official duties on election
day, except they commit treason, felony, or a
breacb or the public peace, bnt that this pri-
vilege Is confined to the day of election, and
confers no immunity whatever from subse-
quent prosecution for any offense they inty
have committed on that day.
